NO PHILADELPHIA CONCERT. 


Pianist Suffers Slight Accident Which 
Will Cause Disappointment to 
Quaker City Admirers. 


New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.}]—In the midst 
of the passionate storm and stress of his 
rendition of one of Beethoven's sonatas this 
afternoon at Carnegie hall Ignace Paderew- 
ski during the progress of his only recital 
in this city suffered a curious accident 
which, it developed later, was to rob Phila- 
delphia folks of their eagerly anticipated 
opportunity to see and hear the great Polish 
pianist tomorrow. 

To an ordifary man an accident—which 
was nothing more or less than the split- 
ting, to a slight extent, of a nail on the first 
finger of his right hand—would have meant 
scarcely a passing thought. But to Paderew- 
ski,. every movement of whose fingers is 
safeguarded by accident insurance policies 
aggregating a large amount, the mishap had 
a serious financial aspect. 

Tomorrow his American manager, Charles

round sum in solid cash in recompense for 
the concert which Paderewski cannot give 
in Philadelphia.

Asks Change in Oath.

Many Other Bills Offered. 
A number of other bills were introduced in 
the senate, including four which the legis- 
lative lobby of the railway trainmen gave to 
Senator Henson to introduce.

By Henson—Fellow servant bill, providing 
that in casé of injury or death to railroad 
employés the fact that the cause might be 
found in the negligence of any other employé 
shall not impair or destroy the liability of 
the company for damages, but providing that 
contributory negligence may be considered 
by the jury as diminishing the amount of 
damages; nullifying all agreements between 
companies and employés. \ 

By Henson—Prohibiting the employment of 
railroad employés for a longer period than 
sixteen consecutive hours or more than s!ix- 
teen hours’ in the aggregate out of twenty- 
four hours without ten hours’ rest in the 
first instance and eight hours’ rest in the sec- 
ond. 

By Henson—* Full crew bill.“ requiring a 
erew of engineer, fireman, conductor, brake- 
man, and flagman for every train of six cars 
or more, and requiring two brakemen for a 
train of more than fifty cars. 


Provides for Adult Parole.

‘York magazine. No motive for his self<Je- 
struction hes been given except that he spoke 
eeveral times of being tired of life. Mr, Speed, 
a week before Christmas, broke down phys- 
ically and was taken to a hospital.
